Mr. Henry built the first electric 
line in Indiana in the y ear 189 9 , and 
operated it between Anderson and 
Alex andria. He was the person 
to 
whom credit is given for originating 
the word “ interurban. 
In the early part of the twentieth 
century , Mr. Henry had visions for 
two things, due to his achievements 
in mak ing electric propelled cars

One of these visions was 
to place Indianapolis in the center

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EIGHT BLACKENED BODIES 
NRE RECOVEREDFnOM MINE

Mine Disaster to 25 


70 MEN STULL IN THE SHAFT 


Fairiuount, W. Va., May 3—(U.R) 
—Eight blackened bodies today were 
recovered from the depths of 
the 
Evcrettsville mine, near here, where 
109 miners were imprisoned Satur­ 
day by an explosion and fire. 
Rescuers reached the seven ad­ 
ditional bodies shortly before noon, 
increasing to a total 
of 
25 
the 
known dead in the mine accident. 
The squads of rescuers 
planned 
to immediately re-enter the mine in 
search of 70 men who were in 
the 
shaft when the explosion came and 
who have not been accounted for. 
Little hope was held that any of 
the 70 entombed men 
would 
be 
found alive. Gas and fire have swept 
through the underground 
tunnels 
mine experts said in giving 
their 
opinion that none would be 
found 
alive. 
Sixteen who were trapped by the 
explosion were rescued alive 
and 
were in hospitals today recovering 
from their injuries. 
The eighth body recovered today 
was that of Harvey McKay, brother 
of the mine superintendent. 
When 
McKay’s body was brought to 
the 
surface relief workers, Robert 
M. 
Lambie, chief of the West Virginia 
bureau of miners, said that he 
no 
longer entertained hope that any of 
the 69 men in the shaft had 
sur­ 
vived.

While some extreme optimists 
insist that Mr. Coolidge would 
never go after the nomination if 
he had to fight for it. and would 
bow 
to 
the Sena te’s will, 
the 
president’s advisers would surely 
urge him to disregard the Sena te’s 
action as an unimportant political 
maneuver unless they were con­ 
vinced that to go on might be to 
court disaster. 
Might Hurt the Senate 
And if the president should be 
renominated and re-elected in the 
face of such a resolution, the pres­ 


tige of the Senate would be still 
further impoverished

Municipal Parking Grounds 


A law passed iiy the recent ses- 


sion of the Indiana, legislature au- 
thorizes cities to acquire aud main- 
tain municipal parking grounds for 
automobiles "by gift, lease, pur- 
chase or condemnation," and pro- 
vides that boutls may be issued aud 
taxes levied for the purpose. 


The law, which 
contained 
an 


emergency clause and was approved 
and sijjned by the governor, legal- 
izes any municipal action of this 
kjpid heix-liiiiik- .uiidjprtakapi. 


This .seems to be the way out for 


Ifushville, which is confronted with 
a very serious problem of .providing 
space for parked automobiles. 


The exact terms of the -law 
are 


iiot known here because a copy of 
the act is not now available and will 
not be until copies of the acts of 
1!)27 are distributed. They are now 
being mailed by the secretary 
of 


state and will doubtless be received 
here within a few days. 


In the meantime, however, citi- 


• zens of Kushvillc who arc anxious 
to settle the question of 
parkijig 


space for automobiles might 
give 


this method of relief serious thought 
and give the mayor aud members of 
the <:ily council their views on 
the 


question. 


It is enough to know, of 
course, 


that the law, according to a 
brief 


announcement in lloosicr Motorist, 
authorizes cities "to acquire 
aud 


maintain parking grounds for auto- 
mobiles." 


The very fact fhal the legislature 


enacted such a law is an acinowl- 


inaking body that the obligation to 
give ibis service rests with the mu- 
nicipality. 


Even without this ollicial stamp 


of approval, it would seem to be a 
part of the city government's duty 
to protect the interests of its inhab- 
itants in eccry 
manner

within the bounds of reason.

the automobile as a* means of con- 
veyance makes imperative some ar- 
raiigciniHitK whereby at Jcasl a "part 
of the automobile can !>e parked at 
boiiit* convenient place, so passage 
along the main streets on Intsy days 
is not <aitircly obstructed. 


The question is one that is press- 


_ing for solution. It should not 
be 


postponed much longer because ev- 
ery day it grows worse. . 


\Vilh free parking space provided, 


the city officials would then be 
in 


position to enforce a (Tarkiiig ordin- 
ance against blocking trallic by in- 
discriminate aud thoughtless park- 
ing. 


This means of dealing with this 


vexing question appears to be the 
only way available. It is not likely 
that any free parking space will be 
provided unless the city acts. There 
is uo other agency able to bring re- 
lief.
